“ A m ateur’ dubs ma “ The Silent Man,” 
while olbera possibly think I say too much.— 
I don’t know of any magic, uor have I any ao- 
crets in growing vegetables that I would uot 
freely impart to others, aud am willing to give 
my experience to all who desire it. 
I arrived 
in New York in April, 1833, from England, In 
company of my brother Alfred, who waa ten 
years my senior, my age being fifteen. 
We 
came to Kentucky in May, 1833, and worked 
tor others until the Spring of 1834; then rent­ 
ed eight acres of land on a twenty years lease, 
and with the money we had saved from the 
previous year’s wages bought two horse?, I 
cart, and other implements, seeds, Ac. 
The new beginner must not expect all sun 
shiue and fair sailing. 
Seccess la only at­ 
tained by constant industry aud rigid econ­ 
omy by those who begin aa I did. For several 
years I drove the manure cart, when tho team 
could be spared off the place. 
I also did the 
marketing, often workiug from three o’clock 
iu the morning till nine at night, and at the 
end of (lie first ten years was but little better 
oil' than at the beginning, save in having Hie 
land iu better condition, aud in being able to 
purchase a third horse and other needed equip­ 
ments. 
From that time to the present my 
business has advanced steadily from sales of 
(3,000 a year rn 1850 to over $18,000 in 
1873. 
While I do not think it likuly that many will 
do as well us I have done, I believe tHat any 
young mull who starts out with a determ ina­ 
tion will generally succeed, if be is possessed 
of the proper qualifications and is industrious. 
I eau stand ou my place and look over prop­ 
erty worth a million of dollars, owned by men 
who have earned It gardening in the last thirty 
years, and who began without capital. 
g I cannot adviso as lo what crop* are most 
profitable to the grower, as they difler one 
year from another. 
It is no uncommon thing 
to grow a crop one year that will not sell for 
$60 an acre when the next year a similar 
crop and no better will bring several hundred 
dollars. 
I can, however, state tome of the 
requisite {mints to be observed to insure suc­ 
cess in gardening : I. Good land, near a city, 
where plenty of stable manure can bo had.— 
I. A market, good home m arket preferred; if 
tho produce has to be shipped, freight, com­ 
mission, time in transit, and other points, 
should be well considered. 
3. The man en­ 
gaging in the business should have a fair 
knowledge of business generally, with a good 
constitution able to eadure from twelve to six­ 
teen hour? active labor daily. 
To (hose who have capital, and expect to 
make money in m arket gardening, I would 
say, keep good teams, hire good bauds, and 
pay them promptly, fair wages. 
I think I 
have made more money by paying better 
wages than my neighbors. 
When I hear a 
man always complaining that be can’t get 
help, I think there D something wrong. Don’t 
try to do six men’s work with five; rather em­ 
ploy seven and have It well done. 
Don’t ran 
over the country attending auction?, encum­ 
bering your place with worn out tools be- 
canse they are cheap. 
No one can afford to 
pay a tnau to week with a poor tool because 
he got it for a dollar or two below its first cost; 
lie will likely lose the difierence in cost the 
first half day it is used; besides, men don’t 
like to follow a |K>or team or work with a poor 
tool. 
Gardeners, like others, do not always suc­ 
ceed even with a good knowledge of the busi­ 
ness. 
My foreman from 1167 to 1873 began 
on bis own account about the time I did, and 
after twenty-five years was no better off than 
at the beginning and had been unfortunate in 
losing an arm during the time. 
I employed 
him at $600 a year and board, and found bim 
a good, efficient man, but not comintern to 
manage for himself.— N. Y. Tribune.

The changeable weather of Spring aud ear­ 
ly Summer is greatly profocalire of colds aud 
rheumatism, as well as disorders of the lungs 
in horses. 
Overheated by work, 
which at 
the beginning of the season is more severe 
thau at other times, because of the previous 
restiug stage, a cold rain occurs, and, perspi­ 
ration being interfered with, waste matters 
deleterious to health are retained within the 
ciicuiation aud a febrile condition soon re­ 
sults. 
The blood is debased; inflammatory 
action, congestion, aud impaired secretion 
are often followed by unnatural discharges, 
aud a variety of troublesome disorders sujier- 
vene. 
Of these the m od prevalent are bron­ 
chial affections, coughs with copious nasal 
discharges, and rheumatism. Sometimes these 
by neglect become chronic, and the value of 
Hie animal affected is greatly impaired. 
It is 
wisest to prevent these III results by timely 
precautions. 


In the first place it is well not to^ overwork 
any animal, uor to stint it in its supply of food. 
The increased appetite consequent upon hard­ 
er work should be met with concentrated 
rather than bulky food, for the stomach can­ 
not safely be overloaded when the system is 
exhausted by labor. 
Digestion should be aid­ 
ed by regular supplies of salt and an occa­ 
sional tonic consisting of a spoonful of ginger 
with a dram of sulphate of copper (blue vit­ 
riol.) 
In the second place when heated with 
work un animal should net be left standing 
out of doors exposed to a sweeping shower, 
as is frequently the esse, while its owner or 
driver shelters himself by the warm stove.— 
Mauy rheumatic cases are thus caused, which 
corno up suddenly, producing great slifiness 
and lameness. 
Such a case cam s recently to 
my knowledge, which being a typical one I 
here record its history. 
A young horse bad been driven until be was 
heated, and was then brought home iu a cold 
rain and placed in the stable in the evening 
without any attention being given to him—a 
frequent occurrence. In the morning the horse 
was in pain, and unable to rise in his stall. 
One fore leg and shoulder were very tender, 
aud when the horse was raised the limb was 
useless, and be soon dropped again. 
Hot wa­ 
ter was applied to the limb and blankets wrap­ 
ped around it and steeped in hot water, which 
was renewed contiaually ; 25 drops of tincture 
of aconite root were given every four hours 
until six doses were administered. 
A soft bed 
was given, and the boree was covered up with 
blankets. 
The next morning bs was able to 
rise alone, the pain disappeared, and in a few 
days he was recovered. 
Prompt treatment in 
this case undoubtedly prevented a prolonged 
attack, but it was wholly avoidable by timely 
care. 
Sudden checks lo free perspiration are 
excessively dangerous to both man and beast, 
and I cannot do better here than to reiterate 
•this caution, including along with the boree 
his sometimes equally but self-injured master. 


The little girls* who retail apples, candy and 
other notions, iu the streets of Boston, do not 
all belong there, according to the Traveler. 
One of this class, twelve years of age, bright 
os a new dollar, peddling flag and sassafras 
root, comes from Agawam, a hundred miles 
away, over the Boston and Albany road, bring­ 
ing supplies sufflcisut for two or three w eeks’ 
work. 
It is her third trip. ’She realized 
about forty dollars as tbs result of ber former 
visits, a small amouut in tho eyes of some, 
but a small fortune in here.

“ Amateur” duba ma "The Silent Man," 
while others possibly think I say too much.— 
I dou't know of any magic, uor have I any se­ 
crets in growing vegetables that I would uot 
freely impart to others, and am willing to give 
my experience to all who desire it. 
I arrived 
in New York iu April, 1833, from England, in 
company of my brother Alfred, who was ten 
years my senior, my age being fifteen. 
We 
came to Kentucky in May, 1833, and worked 
tor others until the Spring of 1834; then rent­ 
ed eight acres of land on a twenty years lease, 
and with the money we had saved from the 
previous year’s wages bought two horses, a 
cart, and other implements, seeds, Ac. 
The uew beginner must not expect all sun­ 
shine and fair sailing. 
Success is only at­ 
tained by constant industry and rigid econ­ 
omy by those who begin as I did. For several 
years I drove the manure cart, when the team 
could be spared off the place. 
I also did the 
marketiug, often working frem three o’clock 
in the morning till nine at night, and at the 
end of the first ten years was but little better 
off Iban at the beginning, save in having the 
land in better condition, and in being able to 
purchase a third horse and other needed equip­ 
ments. 
From that time to the present my 
business bos advanced steadily from sales of 
$3,000 a year iu 1850 to over $18,000 iu 
1873. 
While I do not think it likely that many will 
do as well as I have done, I believe that any 
young mun who start3 out with a determina­ 
tion will generally succeed, if he is possessed 
of the proper qualifications and is industrious. 
I can stand on my place and look over prop­ 
erty worth a million of dollars, owned by men 
who have earned it gardening in the last thirty 
years, and who began without capital, 
g I cannot adviso as to what crops are most 
profitable to the grower, as they differ one 
year from another. 
It is no uncommon thing 
to grow a crop one year that will not sell for 
$60 an acre when the next year a similar 
crop and no better will bring several hundred 
dollars. 
I can, however, state some of the 
requisite points to be observed to insure suc­ 
cess in gardening : 1. Good land, near a city, 
where plenty of stable manure can bo had.— 
2. A market, good home market preferred; if 
the produce has to be shipped, freight, com ­ 
mission, time in transit, and other points, 
should be well considered. 
3. The man en­ 
gaging in the business should have a fair 
knowledge of business generally, with a good 
constitution able to endure from twelve to six­ 
teen hours active labor daily. 
To those who have capital, and expect to 
make money iu market gardening, I would 
say, keep good teams, hire good hands, and 
pay them promptly, fair wages. 
I think-1 
have made more money by paying better 
wages than my neighbors. 
When I hear a 
man always complaiuing that hs can’t get 
help, I think there is something wrong. Don’t 
try to do six men’s work with five; rather em­ 
ploy seven and have it well done. 
Don’t run 
over the country attending auctions, encum­ 
bering your place with worn out tools be- 
cansc they are cheap. 
No one can afford to 
pay a man to week with a poor tool because 
he got it for a dollar or two below its first co st; 
he will likely lose the difference in cost the 
first half day it is used; besides, men don’t 
like to follow a poor team or work with a poor 
tool. 
Gardeners, like others, do not always suc­ 
ceed even with a good knowledge of the busi­ 
ness. 
My foreman from 1867 to 1873 began 
on his own account about the time I did, and 
after twenty-five years was no better off than 
at the beginning and had been unfortunate in 
losing an arm during the time. 
1 employed 
him at $600 a year and board, and found him 
a good, efficient man, but not competent to 
manage for himself.—AT. Y. Tribune. 


S pring A ilm en ts » f F arm H a n ea . 
The changeable weather of Spring and ear­ 
ly Summer is greatly provocative or cold3 and 
rheumatism, as well as disorders of the lungs 
in horses. 
Over-heated by work, 
which at 
the beginning of the season is more severe 
than at other times, because of the previous 
resting stage, a cold rain occurs, and, perspi­ 
ration being interfered with, waste matters 
deleterious to health are retained within the 
circulation and a febrile condition soon re­ 
sults. 
The blood is debased; inflammatory 
action, congestion, 
and impaired secretion 
are often followed by unnatural discharges, 
and a variety of troublesome disorders super­ 
vene. 
Of these the most prevalent are bron­ 
chial affections, coughs with copious nasal 
discharges, and rheumatism. Sometimes these 
by neglect become chronic, and the value of 
the animal affected is greatly impaired. 
It is 
wisest to prevent thes* ill results by timely 
precautions. 


In the first place it is well not to’ overwork 
any animal, nor to stint it in Its supply of food. 
The increased appetite consequent upon hard­ 
er work should be met with concentrated 
rather than bulky food, for the stomach can­ 
not safely be overloaded when the system is 
exhausted by labor. 
Digestion should be aid­ 
ed by regular supplies of salt and an occa­ 
sional tonic consisting of a spoonful of ginger 
with a dram of sulphate of copper (blue vit­ 
riol.) 
Iu the second place when heated with 
work an animal should not be left standing 
out of doors exposed to a sweeping shower, 
as is frequently the case, while its owner or 
driver shelters himself by the warm stove.— 
Mauy rheumatic cases are thus caused, which 
come up suddenly, producing great stiffness 
and lameness. 
Such a case came recently to 
my knowledge, which being a typical one I 
here record its history. 


A young horse had been driven until he was 
heated, and was then brought hom e iu a cold 
rain and placed iu the stable iu the evening 
without any attention being given to him- 
frequent occurrence. Iu the morning the horse 
was in pain, and unable to rise in his stall 
One fore leg and shoulder were very tender, 
and when the horse was raised the limb was 
useless, and he soon dropped again. 
Hot wa­ 
ter was applied to the limb and blankets wrap 
ped around it and steeped iu hot water, which 
was renewed continually ; 25 drops of tincture 
of aconite root were given every four hours 
until six doses were administered. 
A soft bed 
was given, and the horse was covered up with 
blankets. 
The next morning he was able to 
rise alone, the pain disappeared, and in a few 
days he was recovered. 
Prompt treatment in 
this case undoubtedly prevented a prolonged 
attack, but it was wholly avoidable by timely 
care. 
Sudden checks to free perspiration are 
excessively dangerous to both man and beast, 
and 1 cannot do better here than to reiterate 
-this caution, including along with the horse 
his sometimes equally but self-injured master. 


The little girls' who retail apples, candy and 
other notions, in the streets of Boston, do not 
all belong there, according to the Traveler. 
One of this class, twelve years of age, bright 
as a new dollar, peddling flag and sassafras 
root, comes from Agawam, a hundred miles 
away, over the Boston and Albany road, bring­ 
ing supplies sufficient for two or three weeks’ 
work. 
It is her third trip. ’She realized 
about forty dollars as the result of her former 
visits, a small amount in the eye3 of some, 
but a small fortune in hers.

Mr. Sum ner spoke with 
enthusiasm of the service she had readered to 
the cause, saying that none of her men had 
darsd te shirk a vote. 
I do not give her 
name, for she m ight not like it; but I think 
she is still living, and know that her husband 
and son are prom inent citizens of Pittsburgh. 
She was not the only woman who w orked?or 
Banks or against him, and his election was 
the first defeat sustained by theM an-Pow er in 
the American Congress.

At an adjourned meeting of tho Republican 
Senatorial caucus this afternoon there was a 
ton* discussion or the pending civil rights 
bill, with a viow to m aking it acceptable to 
all the members of the majority by agreeing 
upon some modification of its provisions. No 
definite conclusion was reached, but it is be­ 
lieved action will bo taken at another caucus 
to provide for such charges in the bill as will 
clearly adm it of separate schools being pro­ 
vided for white and colored children, and also 
for separate accommodations by door keep­ 
ers, proprietors of theatres, &c., on condition 
that equal advantages are secured to all 
classes.

ANOTHER ENCOUNTER— THE BROOKS MEN FIRE 


ON A STEAMER— SEVERAL PERSONS KILLED 


— THE WHITE FLAG DISREGARDED. 


L ittlr R ock, May 8 .— Last night a party of 
twenty-five B axter men, under com m and of 
Lieutenant Welsh, took passage ou the steam ­ 
er H attie, which was in charge oí Captain 
Saui Houston and liis brother, Ed Houston. 
Their object wa3 to intercept and capture 160 
stand of urni3 belonging to the Industrial Uni­ 
versity, which wero shipped on a flat boat 
from Fort Smith 011 Wednesday in charge of 
sixty men. 
The Brooksites heard of this expe­ 
dition and started Col. John Brooker w ith a 
regim ent of 200 colored meu by special train 
over the Fort Sm ith Railroad to intercept the 
boat at Palurm a, twenty miles above this city. 
B rooks' party arrived there before the H attie 
got in position. 
As the ooat came along they 
tired 011 her. 
Most of Lieutenant Welsh’s men 
were ou the hurricane roof at the tim e and 
got dowu as soon a3 possible. 
As they did so 
Frank Trim, a prom inent youug m an of this 
city, was killed and several others wounded. 
C aptain Sam H ouston was shot 
through 
the 
laxly 
badly. 
Ed. 
Houston 
sprained 
his 
ankle. 
John Myers was shot through 
tho breast; Bascomb Leigh iu the left leg. 
The Welsh men returned the fire, killing one 
and wotmdiug another of the Brooks m en,both 
colored. 
One of ihe shots of the Brooks men 
passed through the stpam pipe eu the Ilattie, 
disabling her, and she floated dowu the river 
opposite the bank from whore the Brooks men 
were aud the squad then left the boat. 
The 
Brooks men took posession of the steam er, 
put a squad on board to briug her to town 
and the rem ainder of them took a train and 
cam e back, arriving at three o’clock this even­ 
ing. 
Soon after their arrival the H attie cam e 
down and was landed a t the State House, 
where the wounded were taken oil. 
C aptain 
Sam Houston died soon after the arrival of 
the Ilattie, and John Myers, pilot, was mortally 
wounded.

the chapel of the Presbyterian church. 
The 
body of Captain Sam Houston has been taken 
to his residence. 
A lter tbe boat was fired up­ 
on and disabled C aptain Welsh held up a white 
flag, which was riddled with bullets and seve­ 
ral boles shot through his clothing. 
Dr. Dale, 
who was with him, received a slight wound in 
his leg. 
Bascomb Leigh, who wa* wounded 
in the leg, is badly hurt. 
J. Myers, a pilot, 
was shot in the breast aud twice through the 
leg. 
lie is thought to be mortally wounded. 
The Brook* party sent a squad of cavalry up 
the south side of the river this evening to a t­ 
tem pt the capture of Welsh’s party, who es­ 
caped from the boat. B axter sent out a squad 
of cavalry also to hunt Captain W elsh’s party 
and conduct them to the city. 
Fort Smith 
trains have been stopped by the Brooksites to 
prevent any more B axter men and m em bers of 
the Legislature from reaching the city from 
that dirictiou. 
It is also reported to-night 
that trains 0 11 the Cairo A Fulton Railroad are 
to be stopped for tho sam e purpose. 
The 
mails were prevented from going south by the 
Brooksites last night. 
There has been 
unusual activity in both 
cam p* to-day aud several arrests ou botli 
sides, notw ithstanding the cartel. 
A large 
num ber of mem bers of the Legislature are 
here already and unless prevented by the 
Brooks party by force there seems little doubt 
that there will be a quorum in both houses 
on Monday.

Mr. Merry delivered an address ten m inutes 
long, then lined and sang a hymn, and a fer­ 
vent prayer was offered by Rev. Dr. Cobb, af­ 
ter which Kelly stepped 
forward and ad­ 
dressed the m ultitude for eight m inutes, con­ 
cluding with prayer, 
lie denied his guilt to 
the last, solemnly protesting that for the piti­ 
ful sum of $2 he was there to be ottered up as 
a sacrifice to vindicate the laws of Tennessee; 
but he was ready and willing to meet his F ath­ 
er. 
It is estim ated that 10,000 persons were 
present, two-thirds of whom wero colored. 
Im m ediately after cutting the rope a train on 
the railroad passed, frightening a horse and 
stam peding about 2,000 people, men, wmucn 
and children.

The síd of the lecture m ust be on 
the assum ption th a t t he U nitarian sects were 
outcast* from God, having no hope in the 
life to come. The names of Channing, Elliott, 
H untington, Peabody, and others, and the 
Christ-like lives of thousands in the congrega­ 
tions of that denom ination utterly excluded 
from his mind and heart the m ost rem ote idea 
that, on showiug th a t brothorhood kindness, 
he was offering approval to persons outside 
the pal# of Christian religion and hope. 
That

brethren 
were 
doomed 
to 
wrath 
beyond 
the 
tomb, 
he 
wholly 
repudia­ 
ted. 
They 
did 
uot 
hold 
as 
correct 
a 
view 
of 
the 
gospel 
a3 
th at 
an­ 
nounced 
by 
the 
evangelical 
alliance a 
few days since, but lie was certain the blessed 
Lord did not bestow his forgiveness on the 
mind th at had the m ost accurate information, 
b at on the heart th at loved and trusted him ; 
that God would grant salvation only to those 
who apprehended the fact of expiatory atone­ 
ment, was to give heaven only to philospliers. 
Tliis he scouted. 
Dr. W atts was accused of 
being a U nitarian, and it was hard to draw 
tbe dividing line and place men outside the 
great love of Jesus. 
H e stood ready at all 
times, therefore, to express tow ard such sects 
a friendship not only human and wise and so­ 
cial, but also Christian. 
The harm ony be­ 
tween him and tho brethren wa3 not of the 
mind hut of .the heart. 
Much as he loved 
Presbyterianism , if it required him to abate in 
the least his good will toward all sects lie 
should refuso to purchase the Presbyterian 
name a t so dear a price.

T homas F. T r a n te r was the first witness 
called. 
He testified that he had been in Hie 
employ of Israel If Comfit Sc Son tor about 
two years; was now Superintendent and had 
entire charge of the paper mil! at Shawan 
gnnk; was at (he boiler about ten minute* 
before the explosion, and at the time of the 
explosion was in the office, which is iii (he 
•ame building with the mill; do not know (be 
cause of the explosion; have had connection 
with paper mills aud boilers for about thirty 
years; don’t know of uny defect in tho boiler 
the boiler was seven toot in diameter and eigli 
teen feet iii length; this boiler was used tor 
choking straw; when we cook the straw 4,000 
ponuds is put in the boiler with 6,000 pounds 
of weak soda ash; when toll the top is fas­ 
tened on, the boiler put in motion, and the 
steam let on through a 3-inch valve connected 
witli the steam drum. 
At ten minutes before 
the explosion there was HO pounds pres­ 
sure 
on; 
the 
boiler 
Is 
generally 
beld 
under 
steam 
pressure 
about 
an 
hour, 
when the straw is washed out; the boiler 
rotated about twice every tutee* minutes; the 
straw changes ii* position every time Hie hoi 
tor turns; after the steam is blown off, water 
is pumped in and the straw washed out, then 
tho water is let out; the boiler is after this 
charged with the alkali, about 1,200 gallons; 
at the time of the explosion the alkali was in 
tho boiler; didn’t telegraph to Condit; did di­ 
rect some one lo send dispatch to the propri­ 
etor of the mill, just p rio r to the explosion; 
my attention was not called to tho leak In the 
boiler; the boller was in the fire; know T. F. 
Blackwell, boiler inspector; he came to in­ 
spect our boilers in February; he didn’t in­ 
spect them ; lf he had the pipes would have 
frozen; Mr. HIU was killed, but didn't send 
tor me; never told any one the boiler was un­ 
safe; it leaked before I had charge of the 
mill; was not Inspected after the fire; asked 
Blackwell to position# it and would send tor 
bim; sent Thomas Masted with dispatch; di­ 
rected bim what to send; don’t run on Sun­ 
days; (top about 12 o'clock Saturday nights’;

special knowledge of the boller business; told 
Masted to telegraph to Condit at Milburn, 
New Jersey; never telegraphed there before, 
and didn't know how long it would take to re­ 
ceive answer; couldn’t get men to da repairs 
ou Sunday, aud would be shut dowu on Mon­ 
day; didn’t stop because I considered it dan­

T homas Hasten test toed- Been m the em­ 
ploy of I. D. Condit four or tire month*; have 
been clerk tor the last two mouths; just prior 
to the explosion Tranter asked me to telegraph 
to Mr. Condit; thought the boiler unsafe and 
should lie shut dowu; did not send the dis 
patch; the operator was uot to the office aud 
before I could find bim the explosion took 
place. 
The dispatch read: 
I. D. Co n d it, J r ., Mdburn, N. J .: 
The rivets to the boiler ar* loose; losing the 
alkali; will have to (or are goiug to) shut 
down.” 


This was prepared at 5:30; Tranter did not 
tell me whan he intended shutting down; think 
I stated to the dispatch that the boiler was 
unsafe; this was not suggested by Tranter; I 
saw tho boiler in the afternoon and deemed it 
unsafe; can’t find the dispatch. 
J os i. rn D. H ill testified—Occupation, run 
boiler; have been employed to this mill from 
Juue, 1870, until May 2, 1874; business was 
lo run the rotary boiler; it leaked on the jour­ 
nal next to the alkali drum ; leaked thor* ever 
since I have had charge of it; it got worse the 
last two weeks; it leaked down the wall* in a 
stream aud ran down the race; it leaked worse 
this day than it ever did before; have talked 
with Tranter about the leak, 'when he would 
say it should be fixed; have called bis atten­ 
tion to the leak more than once; Foster bad 
charge of the boiler when I was oil; it was not 
safe to run the boiler in that condition; a 
crust woald form o d the boiler in large quan­ 
tities from the alkali, which we would scrape 
of!; have had conversation with Condit in 
regard to Hie boiler. 
A ndrew L. Thuwiluoee testified—Ain a 
carpenter in the employ of I. D. Condit, J r .; 
was Hear felt washer talking to .Tranter on the 
day of the explosion, about 5 :4«; he wanted 
mo to work on the pipes tho next day, Sunday; 
the liquor spray squirted in my face from the 
leak in the journal; was about twelve or fif­ 
teen feet from it at the time; did not hear 
T ranter say wbotber the boiler was dangerous 
or ndt; don’t think the boiler was safe. 
Israel D. Condit testified—Live in Mill­ 
burn, N. J .; am not one of the proprietors of 
the Wallkill Valley Paper Mill, but was up to 
February last; have interest in the property. 
Francis R. Condit ha* owned the property 
since last February; conveyed it to him; he is 
my son; he has a lease of it for five years. 
Tho firm of I. D. Condit A Soo was dissolved 
on the first of February, 1874; tho notice of 
dissolution wa* published in the Journal of 
Commerce in New York city; have no capital 
in tho business, but own some personal prop­ 
erly in the mill. 
He stated when the mill was built Mr. Car­ 
ter had instructions to spare no pain* or ex­ 
pense to bare everything of the beet. He also 
read an affidavit from FoJ. Obert, builder of 
the boiler, which said It was the best of the 
kind and entirely safe. 
(Perhaps Mr. Obert 
forgets Ibis boiler went through the fire.) Also 
that it was the beat they ever manufactured. 1 


Georok Foster recalled from Monday tes 
titled—L D. Condit Jr.’s attention was called 
to the leak; have not told parties that the 
boiler was unsafe; did not say in the presence 
of Mr. Kraft, The Freeman reporter, 
that 
thought it unsafe from what others (old me 
was told by several that it leaked worse than 
it ever did before; Charles McLaughlin told 
me too; if he stated the truth to me, then the 
boiler was unsafe; have ruu that rotary boiler 
from the time it started until last Friday, 
when I was taken ill; I know there was 
crack in the boiler; it came from mismanage­ 
ment; have told others that I deemed it un 
safe; my opinion is it was more of a tweak 
than an explosion. 
T h eod ore G. O w en s testified—Have been 
fireman at steam boiler since April; 
the 
boiler was leaking badly two or three min 
utes before the explosion; has leaked ever 
since I have known it, aud leaked worse for 
the last two weeks; on Saturday it kept Hill 
busy sweeping of! the liquor that leaked out; 
from manner of leak, considered it unsafe; 
the alkali spray blew tour or five feet in the 
fire from the leak. 
T obias F. B l a c k w e l l testified—Beside in 
Kingston; am machinist and boilermaker; 
also inspector of steam boilers for this dis­ 
trict; have had tweuty-five year*’ e x ig e n c e 
to the business; have seen the remains of this 
rotary lioiler, and examined where it was 
broken; it looked to ma as though a patch 
11x25 had been put over a corroded place; 
the patch was cracked in the centre; if the 
boiler leaked in the manner here described it 
would be unsafe to run it; have not inspected 
this boiler; came here one Sunday last Feb­ 
ruary to insjiect the .steam boiler*; it is not 
my business to inspect these cooking boilers, 
as straw and chemicals are used in them; 
had considerable talk with Mr. Carter, who 
had aharge at the time; he referred mo to 
Mr. Tranter, who said they had only been run 
Ding a short time, and as the weather was 
very cold, their pi|>es might freeze if we in­ 
spected it them; was to send for rn#; has 
never sent; if it leaked ut the journal ii was 
unsafe; from the accumulation on tho 1 K»ilor, 
should judge it leaked quite badly. 
JostAH O s t r a n d e r testified that he left the 
mill on account of the uusafe condition of 
the tubular boden, not tho rotary boiler. 
D a n iel H ay es testified that it louked so 
badly Saturday that he was afraid lo lie 
near it. 
• 
C o r n el iu s D r isc o ll testified that it leaked 
worse on .Saturday than it ever did before. 
The jury then weut over to the house where 
J o s e p h II. J a n se n, who was badly scalded, 
was living. 
He testified: The boiler leaked 
very badly on Saturday, and I didn't think it 
was safe to run it in that condition; had called 
Tranter s attention to the condition of tho oth­ 
er boilers; he said a great deal of money had 
been spent on them, and they ought to stand 
35 pounds pressure; liquor, steam mid straw 
came out so thick from the leak in the rotary 
that the side of it was hid iii a sort of mist. 
The jury, iii company with Mr. Blackwell, 
▼isite J tho ruins und found the boiler at tho 
journal, where the leak was, diminished in 
thickness one-sixteenth of un inch. 
By an 
examination of the rivet* all around the boiler 
it was found that the iron had walled away 
ono-sixtesnlh of an inch from the heads of Hie 
rivets. 
The jury then withdrew, and Hie verdict 
bas not been reached as jet. 
P. S.—Mr. Blackwell desires us lo state that 
he wa* out of town when the communication 
was published on Tuesday, under the head ef 
4 Safety." Mr. B. say* this is lo t a regular 
boiler, but a straw cooker; and that he has no 
authority to test them. 


L A T E S — THE VERDICT OF TH E JURY. 
Shawangunk, May 8.—The jury disagreed 
in their verdict, six finding no culpable negli­ 
gence in the case, aud six Auding culpable 
negligence to using an imperfect boiler. 
Iu the case of Roberson tho jury stood sev­ 
en tor no culpable negligence, and five tor cul­ 
pable negligence on Hie part of the Superin­ 
tendent of the mill, and that Roberson came 
to bls death by the explosion of a rotary boiler 
to said mill.

Previous to that the compa­ 
ny had been accepting 2240 It)*, gross tor a 
ton of coal. 
Wben the men offered to go to 
work they found a new demand of the com­ 
pany that insomuch as the coal mined tor a 
ton gross was not equivalent to u ton net that 
the men must thereafter give 2540 lbs. to a 
tan gross. 
Against this the men protested, 
but want to work with the understanding that 
in case the gross weight overrun a net ton 
that the surplussag* should be returned to 
them. 
For the year anding in May, 1872, the 
waight fell short some 9,000 tons aud the 
company asked fifty pounds more to the gross 
ton. 
This request wa* promptly agreed to by 
the men, alway* with the understanding that 
to case that the weight overrun the net ton­ 
nage at Hawley that the aurplas should be re­ 
turned to the men. 
On last Saturday afternoon, Hie 24th ultimo, 
the company gave notice lo the Miners' Com­ 
mittee that the surplusage weight at Hawley 
for the year ending May, 1873, was 29,233 
tons, and that a sum exceeding $2,000 lay in 
the treasurer’s hands awaiting disposal of the 
miners. 
It is suggested that Hie money be invested 
st interest tor the relief of widows.and orphans 
of miller* and tor the relief of crippled min­ 
ers, and that the men make an auuual con­ 
tribution to Hie feud and the company will 
contribute a like sum, said contribution to 
be not less than one thousand dollars. 
The Pennsylvania Coal Company really have 
shown a great cleat of honesty in thus honor­ 
ing their pledges to the men. 
It would not 
have taken much of an inducement to have 
secured a government official proficient in 
‘addition, subtraction and silence” to have 
so manipulated Hie books ut Hawley as to 
have Brought toe miners in debt to Hie Com­ 
pany at the end of May, 
1873.

let us give the company all praise tor honesty 
and fair dealing.

There was a lively time in Morgan Ever­ 
son's boat yard on Friday, caused by the up. 
setting of a kettle of boiling pitch. 
Tho 
pitch caught fire, and for a time there was ex­ 
citement enough for a great conflagration, 
which indeed there threatened to be, as a 
heavy wind was blowing at the time, endang­ 
ering the buildings in the yard and vicinity. 
By dint of the most arduous ¿exertions on the 
part of the meu, headed by Mr. Everson, the 
flames were extinguished, and Sleightburg 
and its Mayor breathed easier. 


Early Friday morning groups of men could 
be seen in earnest conversation, in the quiet 
village of Shawangunk. 
The topic of conver­ 
sation was the inquest, which was to be held 
at 9 o’clock. 
At the ruins of the papsr mill 
people from a distance could be seen examin­ 
ing the destroyed structure. 
The first down train on the Wallkill Valley 
Railway brought Messrs. F. L. Westbrook and 
T. F. Blackwell of Kingston and Lewis Has- 
brouck of Gardiner. 
Joseph II. Titus, Justice of the Peace, acted 
as Coroner. 
The case was conducted by Dis­ 
trict Attorney Carpenter, assisted by Messrs. 
F. L. Westbrook and Lewis Hasbrouck. 
T uomas F. T ranter was the first witness 
called, 
lie testified that he had been In the 
employ of Israel D. Condlt <fe Son for about 
two years; was now Superintendent and had 
entire charge of the paper mill at Shawan­ 
gunk; a as at the boiler about ten minutes 
before the explosion, and at the time of the 
explosion was in the office, which is in ibe 
same building with the mill; do not know the 
cause of the explosion; have had connection 
with paper mills aud boilers for about thirty 
years; don’t know of any defect iu the boiler; 
the boiler was seven feet in diameter and eigh­ 
teen feet iu length; this boiler was used for 
cooking straw; when we cook the straw 4,000 
pouuds is put in the boiler with 6,000 pounds 
of weak soda ash; when full the top is fas­ 
tened on, the boiler put in motion, and the 
steam let on through a 3-inch valve connected 
witli the steam drum. 
At ten minutes before 
the explosion there was 110 pouuds pres­ 
sure 
on; 
the 
boiler 
Is 
generally 
held 
under 
steam 
pressure 
about 
an hour, 
when the straw is washed out; tho boiler 
rotated about twice every fifteen minutes; the 
straw changes its position every time the boi­ 
ler turns; after the steam is blown off, water 
is pumped in and the straw washed out, then 
tho water is let out; the boiler is after this 
charged with the alkali, about 1,200 gallons; 
at the time of the explosion the alkali was in 
the boiler; didn’t telegraph to Condit; did di­ 
rect some ono to send dispatch to the propri­ 
etor of the mill, just p rio f to the explosion; 
my attention was not called to the leak in the 
boiler; the boiler was in the fire; know T. F. 
Blackwell, boiler inspector; he came to in­ 
spect our boilers in February; he didn’t in­ 
spect them ; if he had tho pipes would have 
frozen; Mr. Hill was killed, but didn’t send 
for me; never told any one the boiler was un­ 
safe; it leaked before I had charge of the 
mill; was not inspected after the fire; asked 
Blackwell to postpone it and would send for 
him ; sent Thomas Masten with dispatch; di­ 
rected him what to send; don’t run on Sun­ 
days; stop about 12 o’clock Saturday nights’; 
told Masten; to telegraph that boiler leaked; 
would have to stop and repair pipes, and 
would stop leakage at the same time; wanted 
to put in steam pipes in stuffing box; nothing 
else; steam was made in a separate boiler, 
and was superheated through coils; coils had 
leaked, but not that day; agreed to send for 
Blackwell when it was convenient; objected 
then on account of weather; didn’t send for 
him; a3 general superintendent of mill had 
right to make what repairs^ could; have no 
special knowledge of the boiler business; told 
Masten to telegraph to Condit at Milburn, 
New Jersey; never telegraphed there before, 
and didn’t know how long it would take to re­ 
ceive answer; couldn’t gel men to do repairs 
on Sunday, and would be shut dowu on Mon­ 
day; didn’t stop because I considered it dan­ 
gerous, as I was by boiler a few minutos be­ 
fore; gave orders to Hill to let it run down 
five or ten pounds, as thought could cook the 
straw off that; was talking to Terwilliger 
near felt tub; the liquor in boiler did not 
squirt out; did not notice liquor discharging 
at this time, but did that afternoon; the liquor 
never discharged more than running on floor; 
the boiler did not leak worse from the journal 
that day than it had previous; attention had 
never been called to this leak; the total pres­ 
sure on the boiler when it stood at 110 was 
between four and five hundred thousand lbs.; 
no fog or steam arose from the leak; from 
thisjeak a crust was formed quite rapidly on 
the outside; soda ash has a tendency to pre­ 
serve iron:

around 
this 
boiler; 
never 
filled 
a 
boiler 
with 
steam 
or 
alkali; Jo3iah Masten 
worked 
at this mill from last October; bis work was 
to keep up 9team iu the main boiler; he left 
about April 1st; left because the work did 
not agree with him. . 
T homas Masten testified—Been iu the em­ 
ploy of I. D. Condit four or five m onths; have 
been clerk for the last two months; just prior 
to the explosion Tranter asked m eto telugraph 
to Mr. Condit; thought the boiler unsafe and 
should be shut down; did not send the dis­ 
patch; the operator was not in the offico and 
before I could find him the explosion took, 
place. 
The dispatch read: 
“ I. D. Condit, J r., Milburn, N. J . : 
The rivets iu the boiler are loose; losing the 
alkali; will have to (or are going to) shut 
down.” 
This was prepared at 5:30; Tranter did not 
tell me when he intended shutting down; think 
I stated In tho dispatch that the boiler was 
unsafe; this was not suggested by Tranter; I 
saw tho boiler in the afternoon and deemed it 
unsafe; can’t find the dispatch. 
JosE rH D. H i l l testified—Occupation, run 
boiler; have been employed in this mill from 
June, 1870, until May 2, 1874; business was 
to run the rotary boiler; it leaked on the jour­ 
nal next to the alkali drum ; leaked there ever 
since I have had charge of it; it got worse the 
last two weeks; it leaked dowoi the walls in a 
stream aud ran down the race; it leaked worse 
this day than it ever did before; have tailed 
with Tranter about the leak, * when he would 
say it should be fixed; have called his atten­ 
tion to the leak more than once; Foster had 
charge of the boiler when I was ofl; it was not 
safe to run the boiler in that condition; a 
crust would form on the boiler in large quan­ 
tities from the alkali, which we would scrape 
ofl; have had conversation with Condit in 
regard to the boiler. 
A ndrew L. T b r w illk ie r testified—Am a 
carpenter in the employ of I. D. Condit, J r .; 
was Hear felt washer talking to .Tranter on the 
day or the explosion, about 5:49; he wanted 
mo to work on the pipes tho next day, Sunday; 
tho liquor spray squirted in my face from the 
leak in the journal; was about twelve or fif­ 
teen feet from it at the time: did not hear 
Tranter say whether the boiler was dangerous 
or ndt; don’t think the boiler was safe. 
I s r a e l D. C o n d it testified—Live in Mill- 
burn, N. J . ; am not one of the proprietors of 
the Wallkill Valley Paper Mill, but was up to 
February last; have interest in the property. 
Francis R. Condit has owned the property 
since last February; conveyed it to him; he is 
my son; he has a lease of it for tiro years. 
Tho firm of I. D. Condit <fc Son was dissolved 
on the first of February, 1874; tho notice of 
dissolution was published in the Journal of 
Commerce in New York city; have no capital 
in tho business, but own some personal prop­ 
erty in the mill. 
He stated when the mill was built Mr. Car­ 
ter had instructions to spare no pains or ex­ 
pense to hare everything of the best. He also 
read an affidavit from F.-J. Obert, builder of 
the boiler, which said It was the best of the 
kind and entirely safe. 
(Perhaps Mr. Obert 
forgets tbis boiler went through the fire.) Also 
that it was the best they ever manufactured. 


G eorge Foster recalled from Monday tes­ 
tified—L D. Condit Jr.’s attention wus called 
to the leak; have not told parties that the 
boiler was unsafe; did not say In the presence 
of Mr. Kraft, The Freeman reporter, 
that I 
thought it unsafe from what others (old me; 
was told by several that it leaked worse than 
it ever did before; Charles McLaughlin told 
me too; if he stated the truth to me, then the 
boiler was unsafe; have ran tlmt rotary boiler 
from the time it started until last Friday, 
when I was taken ill; I know there was a 
crack in the boiler; it came from mismanage­ 
ment; have told others that I deemed it un­ 
safe ; my opinion is it was more of a break 
than an explosion. 
T heodore G. Owens testified—Have been 
fireman at steam boiler since April; 
the 
Doiler was leaking badly two or three min­ 
utes before the explosion; lias leaked ever 
since I have known it, and leaked worse for 
the last two weeks; on Saturday it kept Hill 
busy sweeping ofl the liquor that leaked out; 
from manner of leak, considered it uusafe; 
the alkali spray blew four or five feet in the 
fire from the leak. 
Tobias F. Blackwell testified—Beside in 
Kingston; am machinist and boilermaker; 
also inspector of steam boilers for this dis­ 
trict; have had twenty-five years’ experience 
in the business; have seen the remains of this 
rotary boiler, aud examined where it was 
broken; it looked to me us though a patch 
11x25 had been put over a corroded place; 
the patch was cracked in the centre; if the 
boiler leaked in the manner here described it 
would be unsafe to run it; have not inspected 
this boiler; came here one Sunday last Feb­ 
ruary to inspect the .steam boilers; it is not 
my business to inspect these cooking boilers, 
as straw and chemicals are used in them; 
had considerable talk with Mr. Carter, who 
had «barge at the time; he referred me lo 
Mr. Tranter, who said they had only been run­ 
ning a short time, and as the weather was 
very cold, their pipes might freeze it we in­ 
spected it them; was to send for me; lias 
never sent; if it leaked at the journal it was 
unsafe; from the accumulation on the boiler, 
should judgo it leaked quite badly. 
J osiaii Ostrander testified that he left the 
mill on account of the unsafe condition of 
the tubular boilers, not tlio rotary boiler. 
D aniel IIaves testified that it leaked so 
badly Saturday that he was afraid lo lie 
near it. 
’ 
C ornelius Driscoll testified that it leaked 
worse ou Saturday than it ever did before. 
The jury then weut over to the house where 
J oseph II. J ansen, who was badly scalded, 
was living. 
He testified: The boiler leaked 
very badly on Saturday, and I didn’t think it 
was safe to run it in that condition; had called 
Tranter’s attention to the condition of the oth­ 
er boilers; he said, a great deal of money had 
been spent on them, and they ought to stand 
35 pounds pressure; liquor, steam and straw 
came out so thick from the leak in the rotary 
that the side of it was hid in a sort of mist. 
The jury, iu company with Mr. Blackwell, 
visited the ruins and found the boiler at tho 
journal, where the leak was, diminished in 
thickness one-sixteenth of an inch. 
By an 
examination of the rivets all around the boiler 
it was found lhaL the irou had wasted away 
one-sixteenth of an inch from the heads of the 
rivets. 
The jury then withdrew, and the verdict 
lias not been reached a* yet. 
P. S.—Mr. Blackwell desires us lo state that 
he was out of town when the communication 
was published on Tuesday, under the head ®f 
“ Safety.” Mr. B. says this is not a regular 
boiler, but a straw cooker; and that he has no 
authority to test them. 


LATER—THE VERDICT OP THE JURY. 


S hawangunk, May 8.—The jury disagreed 
iu th eir verdict, six finding no culpable negli­ 
gence in the case, and six fiuding culpable 
negligence in using an im perfect boiler. 
In the case of Roberson tho jury stood sev­ 
en for no culpable negligence, and five for cul­ 
pable negligence on the part of the Superin­ 
tendent of the mill, and that Roberson came 
to his death by the explosion of a rotary boiler 
in said mill.

P i t ls t a n ffllu e r s in I .u c k . 
The men in the employ of th« Pennsylvania 
Coal Company producing coal have recently 
had their faitli in the word of their employers 
handsomely increased by a well-kept prom­ 
ise. 
The Comet says that to understand fully 
the story we nui3t go back to the “ long 
strike” of 1870. 
Previous to that the compa­ 
ny had been accepting 2240 lbs. gross for 
ton of coal. 
When the men offered to go to 
work they found a new demand of the com­ 
pany that insomuch as the coal mined for a 
ton gross was not equivalent to a ton net that 
the men must thereafter give 2540 lbs. to a 
t«n gross. 
Against this the men protested, 
but w«nt to work with the understanding that 
in case the gross weight overrun a net Ion 
that the surplussags should be returned to 
them. 
For the year ending in May, 1872, the 
weight fell short some 9,000 tons and the 
company asked fifty pounds more to the gross 
ton. 
This request was promptly agreed to by 
the men, always with tho understanding that 
iu case that the weight overrun the net ton­ 
nage at Hawley that the surplus should be re­ 
turned to the men. 
On last Saturday afternoon, the 24th ultimo, 
the company gave notice to the Miners’ Com­ 
mittee that the surplussage weight at Hawley 
for the year ending May, 1873, was 29,233 
tons, and that a sum exceeding $ 2,000 lay in 
the treasurer’s hands awaiting disposal of the 
miners. 
It is suggested that the money be invested 
at interest for the relief of widows, and orphans 
of miners and for the relief of crippled min­ 
ers, and that the men make an auuual con­ 
tribution to the fuud and tho company will 
contribute a like, sum, said contribution to 
bo not less than one thousand dollars. 
The Pennsylvania Coal Company really have 
•hown a great deal of honesty in thus honor­ 
ing their pledges to the men. 
It would not 
have taken much of an inducement to have 
secured a government official proficient in 
“addition, subtraction and silence” to have 
so manipulated the books at Hawley as to 
have "brought ihe miners in debt to the Com­ 
pany at the end of May, 
1873. 
Therefore, 
let us give the company all praise for honesty 
and fair dealing.

men where they get what they call for.

chased In Kingston five gallons each, and at 
this rate increases the consumption, depriving 
those public servants of all support, so much 
so that the temperance men so promising of 
support do not offer any relief nor come near 
those places to aid those meu who have this 
burden alone upon them. 
It seems unjust to 
utterly destroy the business interests of the 
place by a remonstrance that hn3 no practical 
bearing and keeps visitors and others away 
from places conducted in a proper manner. 
Make the law just and Jeffersonian. 
Do not 
throw our public servants into bankruptcy. 
We learn the Shokan House costs several dol­ 
lars per day to sustain it, and by tbis move­ 
ment it has lost its eutire support.
